TWENTY-SEVENTH  GENERAL  REPORT 

OF   THE 

FREE     LIBRARY    AND    MUSEUM     COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Libraries,  and  of 
the  Museum,  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1914,  as  follows  : — 

The  Combined  Libraries. — During  the  period  under  review,  134,618 
book  issues  resulted  from  the  public  demands  made  upon  the  resources  of 
the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries.  Compared  with  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year,  the  issues  disclosed  an  increase  of  1,095. 

The  Central  Library. — Statistical  details  as  to  the  stock,  and  the 
use  made  thereof,  are  given  in  tabular  form  on  page  13.  118,156issues 
were  recorded,  which  gave  an  average  output  in  all  classes  of  392  per  dav. 
704  books,  mainly  representative  of  recent  literary  achievement,  have 
been  added,  whilst  755  worn-out  books,  which  included  several  obsolete 
editions  of  technical  publications,  were  replaced  by  new  and  current 
copies.  1,150  volumes  were  bound,  95  re-sewn  or  covered  afresh,  whilst 
minor  repairs  to  numerous  books  were  executed  by  the  staff.  The  borrow- 
ers enrolled,  inclusive  of  159  holders  of  teachers'  tickets,  numbered  5,179  ; 
of  these,  1,048  applied  for  and  received  the  second  ticket  allocated  for 
non-fictional  reading,  whereby  the  total  of  active  tickets  was  raised  to 
6,227.  2,646  applications  were  made  to  readers  for  the  return  of  overdue 
books,  but  in  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  approach  the  guarantor 
to  obtain  restitution.  The  annual  stocktaking  revealed  the  loss  of  some 
12  volumes,  the  value  of  which  was  estimated  at  24/-. 

Facilities  for  the  free  use  of  the  Students'  Room  have  been  extended 
to  69  applicants,  and  this  convenience  for  the  pursuit  of  uninterrupted 
study,  and  for  the  prosecution  of  research,  has  been  highly  appreciated 
by  those  concerned.     The  total  number  of  tickets  in  active  force  was  93 
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The  following  issues  were  recorded  in  connection  with  the  scheme  of 
book  deliveries  operative  at  the  elementary  schools  : — Bedford  Road,  9,579; 
Gray  Street,  2,047  ;  Hawthorne  Road,  2,247  ;  Linacre,  1,127  ;  Salisbury 
Road,  2,553  ;  Orrell,  1,694  ;  Christ  Church,  1,901  ;  St.  Mary's,  500  ; 
St.  John's,  1,275  ;  St.  James's,  1,491  ;  St.  James's  Select,  2,333  ;  and 
St.  Winef ride's,  1,261— Total,  28,008.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
returns,  18,032  issues  were  registered  at  the  library  counter  between 
deliveries.  Enquiries  as  to  the  methods  employed  have  been  received  from 
several  educational  authorities,  and  full  information  concerning  the 
system  was  afforded  in  every  instance. 

No  improvement  having  disclosed  itself  in  the  yield  of  the  Library 
Rate,  it  was  again  deemed  advisable  to  postpone  the  publication  of 
sundry  desirable  class -lists  until  the  occurrence  of  a  more  favourable 
opportunity.  Meanwhile,  however,  the  requirements  of  readers  have 
been  largely  met  by  the  manuscript  card  catalogues,  and  by  the  gratuitous 
circulation  of  printed  lists  of  additions  under  the  title  of  Mainly  About 
Books. 

Books  on  specific  subjects  have  been  freely  requisitioned  by  the 
Secondary  School  for  Girls,  the  School  of  Art,  and  the  Technical  School. 
Experience  has  again  demonstrated  that  these  special  loans  serve  a 
distinctly  useful  purpose,  inasmuch  as  they  draw  the  attention  of  students 
to  the  more  instructive  contents  of  the  library  shelves,  and  conduce  to  a 
larger  individual  demand  for  books  of  permanent  interest  and  value. 

The  weekly  Book  Delivery  associated  with  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Johnson  Brothers,  Limited,  Dyers,  has  been  regularly  maintained,  5,307 
issues  having  been  made  to  the  employees  of  that  important  local  industry. 

In  March,  the  Library  was  visited  by  upwards  of  55  members  of  the 
Liverpool  and  District  Association  of  Assistant  Librarians,  when  the 
Borough  Librarian  delivered  an  illustrated  lecture  entitled  Through  the 
Alhambra  of  Granada  with  Washington  Irving.  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  the 
lecture  the  delegates  inspected  the  various  departments,  and  appeared 
agreeably  impressed  with  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  institution's 
operations. 

For  the  eighth  consecutive  year  an  exhibition  of  Holiday  Literature 
was  arranged  for  public  inspection  in  the  entrance  hall  of  the  Library 


Of  the  546  publications  openly  displayed,  449  related  to  places  of  interest 
in  the  British  Isles,  whilst  the  remaining  97  treated  of  prominent  Conti 
nental  resorts.  By  general  consent  this  display  was  voted  the  best  of 
the  series,  and  attracted  continuous  attention  throughout  the  summer 
months.  At  the  close  of  the  season  the  publications  were  handed  over,  by 
request,  to  certain  local  elementary  schools  for  teaching  purposes. 

A  useful  session's  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Bootle  Photo- 
graphic Society  in  a  basement  room  of  the  building,  where  an  attractive 
programme  of  lantern  lectures  and  demonstrations  was  submitted  for  the 
delectation  of  members  and  their  friends. 

The  Central  Reading  Rooms. — These  rooms  have  been  largely 
frequented,  115,041  visits  having  been  noted.  Good  use  has  been  made  of 
the  fine  range  of  technical  and  other  periodicals  provided. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Branch  Library. — During  the  year  additional 
shelving  and  indicator  accommodation  has  been  supplied.  The  statistical 
table  on  page  14  affords  particulars  of  the  stock,  and  of  the  use  to  which 
it  was  put.  16,462  issues  were  registered,  which  showed  an  average  daily 
output  of  54.  Readers'  tickets  in  regular  use  numbered  454.  98  volumes 
have  been  acquired,  81  books  were  bound,  whilst  80  well-worn  items  were 
replaced  by  fresh  copies.  Applications  were  addressed  to  100  borrowers  for 
the  return  of  outstanding  books,  but  in  only  a  single  instance  was  an 
appeal  to  the  guarantor  necessitated. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Reading  Rooms. — The  attendance  at  these 
rooms  has  been  excellent,  111,190  visits  having  been  recorded. 

The  Museum. — The  popularity  of  this  department  has  been  fully 
maintained,  no  less  than  40,844  visits  having  been  paid  thereto.  Much 
useful  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  shape  of  cleaning,  rearrangement, 
and  preservation  of  specimens,  whilst  several  donations  of  a  minor  char- 
acter have  been  suitably  set  up  and  described.  A  few  shabby  natural 
history  specimens  have  been  replaced  by  fresh  examples,  whilst  sundry 
ornithological  acquisitions  have  been  effectively  mounted  and  displayed. 
The  nests  and  eggs  of  certain  British  Birds  have  been  neatly  labelled  and 
arranged  in  a  self-contained  case,  and  this  has  been  placed  in  close  prox- 
imity to  the  ornithological  collection  hereafter  mentioned. 
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Thanks  to  the  hearty  co-operation  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Cutmore,  of  the 
Liverpool  Museum  staff,  the  hitherto  dispersed  collection  of  British  Birds 
has  been  brought  together  within  easy  focus,  and  printed  labels  bearing 
the  scientific  and  popular  names  have  been  affixed  to  the  specimens. 
The  birds  common  to  Lancashire  and  Cheshire  have  been  duly  indicated 
by  means  of  red  discs  attached  to  the  labels.  The  collection,  whilst 
extensive,  is  not  completely  representative  of  British  ornithology,  but  it 
is  hoped,  at  no  very  distant  date,  to  obtain  the  specimens  lacking,  which 
consist  mainly  of  the  more  common  varieties. 

Apropos  of  this  collection,  your  Committee  have  expressed  their 
obligations  to  Mr.  L.  E.  Hope,  Curator  of  the  Carlisle  Museum,  for  the 
gift  of  15  of  the  50  birds  required  to  complete  the  series.  Enquiries  have 
been  instituted  in  other  directions  with  the  view  of  obtaining  the  remaining 
specimens. 

In  May,  Mr.  D.  H.  Kennedy,  an  esteemed  local  resident,  generously 
handed  over  his  natural  history  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 
This  useful  donation,  the  receipt  of  which  was  suitably  acknowledged  at 
the  time,  comprised  nine  cases  of  birds  and  two  cases  of  mammals,  together 
with  other  exhibits  of  a  miscellaneous  character.  The  cased  specimens 
have  been  housed  in  the  Alcove  situate  on  the  upper  landing,  whilst  the 
separate  exhibits  have  been  conveniently  disposed  in  the  Bird  Room. 
Pending  financial  provision  for  the  execution  of  certain  necessary  taxi- 
dermic  work  thereupon,  the  collection  has  been  temporarily  tidied  up,  and 
a  few  unmounted  specimens  neatly  set  up.  Due  care  has,  however,  been 
taken  to  safeguard  the  contents  of  the  cases  from  deterioration  in  the 
interim. 

Some  71  duplicate  ornithological  specimens,  withdrawn  from  the 
cases,  have  been  distributed  amongst  the  following  educational  institutions, 
namely  : — School  of  Art,  Gray  Street  School,  Orrell  School,  and  Christ 
Church  School. 

The  significance  of  the  Museum  as  a  teaching  auxiliary  has  again 
been  abundantly  confirmed,  loans  of  specimens  having  been  granted  to 
the  following  educational  establishments,  namely: — Secondary  School  for 
Boys,  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  School  of  Art,  Trades'  Preparatory 
School,  Bedford  Road  School,  Gray  Street  School,  Hawthorne  Road  School, 


Linacre  School,  Orrell  School,  Salisbury  Road  School,  Christ  Church 
School,  and  St.  Winef ride's  School.  These  concessions  have,  admittedly, 
proved  of  much  assistance  to  teachers  in  the  illustration  of  their  lessons. 

Groups  of  scholars  from  Gray  Street  School,  St.  James's  Select 
School,  St.  John's  School,  St.  Mary's  School,.  Merton  Private  School,  Sea- 
field  Secondary  School,  and  the  Secondary  School  for  Girls,  have  visited 
the  Museum  in  the  company  of  their  teachers,  when  attention  was  especially 
directed  to  exhibits  bearing  upon  topics  then  under  consideration.  In  the 
case  of  St.  Mary's  School,  however,  several  lessons,  of  a  highly-informing 
character,  were  given  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Bell  on  The  Geography  and  Geology  of  the 
Mersey  Basin  ;  these  were  copiously  illustrated  by  maps,  plans,  pictures, 
and  books  expressly  selected  for  the  purpose  from  the  Local  Collection. 
Valuable  instruction  in  drawing  and  painting  has  also  been  imparted  by 
Mr.  G.  T.  Williams  to  several  groups  of  students  from  the  School  of  Art 
classes. 

The  Art  Room. — A  run  of  strikingly  interesting  loans  has  rendered 
this  apartment  exceptionally  attractive.  Your  Committee  have  duly 
acknowledged  their  indebtedness  to  the  Trustees  of  the  National  Gallery  of 
British  Art  for  the  loan,  in  April,  of  18  important  Paintings  from  the 
national  collection  ;  to  Mr.  George  Horton,  of  South  Shields,  for  the  loan, 
in  October,  of  32  Pencil  Sketches  drawn  direct  from  nature  ;  and  to  the 
Pencil  Society  for  the  loan,  in  November,  of  84  original  Drawings.  It  is 
worthy  of  mention  that  the  foregoing  concessions  were  valued  for  purposes 
of  insurance  at  £6,605. 

In  October,  the  major  part  of  the  available  wall  space  was  taken  up  by 
the  exhibition  of  54  sheets  of  Selected  Drawings,  the  handiwork  of  local 
Elementary  School  children.  These  commendable  efforts,  it  may  be 
observed,  proved  attractive  alike  to  teachers,  parents,  and  scholars,  and  it 
has  since  been  decided  to  make  the  exhibition  an  annual  feature. 

In  January,  a  new  and  acceptable  loan  of  art  objects  was  received 
from  the  Circulation  Collections  department  of  the  Victoria  and  Albert 
Museum.  The  collection — appraised  for  insurance  at  £700 — was  arranged 
by  Mr.  R.  F.  Martin,  and  comprised  the  following  exhibits,  namely  : — 
Furniture  and  Woodcarvings  (31  objects  on  two  screens),  Woodwork  : 
Plaster  Casts  (27  objects  and  3  photographs),  Woodwork  :  Furniture 
(4  objects),  and  Woodcarvings  :    Photographs  and  Prints  (18  frames). 
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In  the  same  month,  before  an  excellent  onlooking,  Mr.  Thomas 
Rastall,  senior  Vice-President,  formally  opened  the  20th  Annual  Exhibition 
of  the  Bootle  Photographic  Society.  The  framed  photographs,  which 
numbered  111,  were  arranged  by  members  of  the  Society  with  the  assistance 
of  the  staff.  In  addition  to  the  prints  above-mentioned,  there  was  also 
shown  a  collection  of  choice  lantern  slides.  The  work  disclosed  a 
marked  advance  in  technical  excellence,  and  was  warmly  commended  by 
the  judges,  namely,  Messrs.  T.  Lee  Syms,  F.R.P.S.,  and  C.  F.  Inston, 
F.R.P.S.  Considerable  public  interest  was  manifested  in  the  exhibition 
during  the  four  weeks  that  it  remained  open. 

The  month  of  March  witnessed  the  opening  of  the  seventh  Annual 
Exhibition  of  Works  executed  by  the  students  of  the  School  of  Art,  and  by 
classes  in  affiliation  therewith.  Of  the  studies  selected,  the  School  proper 
sent  47  framed  and  5  unframed  examples,  together  with  3  modelled  casts. 
Two  cases  of  Craft  Work  were  also  shown,  and  these  embraced  examples 
of  embossed  leather  work,  and  of  ivory  carving.  38  drawings  were  contri- 
buted by  the  Trades'  Preparatory  School,  whilst  the  Secondary  School  for 
Boys  submitted  141  sketches,  and  the  Secondary  School  for  Girls  218. 
The  exhibition  again  proved  deservedly  popular,  no  less  than  2,983  visitors 
having  entered  the  room  during  the  17  days  the  exhibits  were  on  view. 
It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  artistic  finish  of  the  drawings  called  forth 
not  a  little  public  commendation,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  impression  thus 
created  will  not  be  without  advantage  to  the  prospects  of  the  School  in  the 
near  future.  A  gratifying  feature  of  the  display  was  the  array  of  carefully 
executed  drawings  of  specimens  loaned  from  the  Museum  collections. 

Later  in  the  same  month,  the  Third  Circulating  Collection  of  Water- 
Colour  Paintings  of  the  British  School,  valued  at  £1,400,  was  received  from 
the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum.  •  The  collection,  comprised  in  100  frames, 
was  considerately  lent  for  a  period  of  three  months.  Your  Committee 
hereby  record  their  high  appreciation  of  the  helpfulness  extended  to  the 
Museum  from  time  to  time  by  the  responsible  officials  of  the  Board  of 
Education. 

Public  attention  was  directed  to  the  foregoing  attractions  by  means 
of  notices  in  the  local  press,  and  by  the  circulation  of  handbills.

Thanks  have  been  accorded  to  the  Education  Committee  for  their 
courtesy  in  having  permitted  the  use  of  a  room  free  of  charge. 

Lantern  Entertainments. — On  December  29th  and  30th,  Lantern 
Entertainments  were  given  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Assembly  Hall  to  the 
poorer  children  in  attendance  at  the  Elementary  Schools.  Upwards  of 
2,100  little  folk  were  present  at  the  three  functions,  and  appeared  to 
thoroughly  enjoy  the  proceedings.  Refreshments  were  dispensed  at  the 
close  of  each  exhibition,  the  cost  of  which  was  generously  met  by  public 
subscriptions.  The  contributions — plus  the  balance  of  £2  19s.  Qd. 
carried  forward  from  1912 — amounted  to  £18  12s.  9d.,  and  the  expenditure 
to  £15    16s.    Od.     The  surplus  has  been  retained  for  a  similar  object. 

Staff. — Harold  A.  Wright,  School  Delivery  Attendant,  left  in  April 
to  take  up  an  engineering  apprenticeship,  and  David  Williams  was  appoint- 
ed to  fill  the  vacancy.  In  consequence  of  indifferent  health  the  latter 
resigned  in  August,  and  Laurence  Joyce  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 
John  Rawling  vacated  his  post  in  November  for  an  apprenticeship  to  the 
timber  trade,  and  his  place  was  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Matthew 
Robinson.  It  only  now  remains  to  be  affirmed  that  wholehearted  service  • 
has  been  rendered  by  each  member  of  the  staff.

TWENTY-EIGHTH  GENERAL  REPORT 

OF     THE 

FREE    LIBRARY    AND    MUSEUM    COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Libraries,  and  of 
the  Museum,  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1915,  as  follows  : — 

The  Combined  Libraries. — During  the  period  under  consideration 
126,028  book  issues  resulted  from  the  public  demands  made  upon  the 
resources  of  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries.  Compared  with  the 
transactions  of  the  previous  year  the  figures  showed  a  decrease  of  8,590 
volumes,  which  represented  a  decline  in  output  of  29  issues  per  working  day. 
Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  War  the  statistical  returns  were  steadily  rising, 
but  since  the  month  of  August  public  attention  has  been  focussed  upon 
other  and  more  momentous  matters,  thereby  curtailing  the  leisure  for- 
merly devoted  to  reading.  Notwithstanding  this  temporary  deviation  of 
interest,  exceptional  pains  have  been  taken  to  keep  the  public  well- 
informed  as  to  the  progress  of  the  War,  by  the  provision  in  the  newsrooms 
of  extra  copies  of  local  papers,  and  by  the  supply  of  illustrated  serials, 
maps,  Government  publications,  and  pamphlets.  The  stock  of  the  lending 
departments  has  been  appreciably  strengthened  by  the  acquisition  of  a 
number  of  important  books  relating  to  the  countries  and  peoples  implicated 
in  the  great  struggle,  whilst  a  variety  of  interesting  and  appropriate 
literature  has  been  openly  exhibited  on  the  counters.  Facilities  have 
been  granted  to  all  Territorials  quartered  in  the  town  for  the  full  and  free 
use  of  the  respective  institutions,  whilst  the  Students'  Room,  with  every 
requisite,  was  set  apart  as  a  writing  room.  A  like  convenience  was  also 
established  at  the  Branch  Library.  Liberal  supplies  of  books,  and  of 
illustrated  periodicals,  have  also  been  deposited  at  the  battalion  head- 
quarters in  Park  Street,  and  at  Balliol  Road  Council  School  , 


Since  the  29th  of  August  the  newsrooms,  which  were  formerly 
closed  on  a  Saturday  at  5  p.m.,  have  been  kept  open  until  9.30  p.m.  on 
that  day,  and  this  concession,  at  a  time  of  national  tension,  has  met 
with  the  approval  of  a  fair  number  of  readers. 

During  the  early  months  of  the  War  ambulance  classes  for  ladies 
were  held  regularly  in  a  basement  room  of  the  Central  Library. 

The  Central  Library. — Statistical  details  as  to  the  stock,  and  the 
use  made  thereof,  are  given  in  tabular  form  on  page  13.  111,376  issues 
were  recorded,  which  gave  an  average  daily  output  in  all  classes  of  369. 
649  books,  representative  of  the  best  of  the  season's  publications,  have 
been  added,  whilst  721  worn-out  books,  which  included  several  obsolete 
editions  of  technical  works,  were  replaced  by  new  and  current  copies. 
1,032  volumes  wore  bound,  57  resewn  or  covered  anew,  whilst  minor  repairs 
to  many  books  were  executed  by  the  staff.  The  borrowers  enrolled,  in- 
clusive of  135  holders  of  Teachers'  Tickets,  numbered  4,985  ;  of  these, 
1,031  applied  for  and  received  the  second  ticket  allocated  for  non-fictional 
reading,  whereby  the  total  of  tickets  in  active  use  was  brought  up  to  6,016. 
2,819  applications  were  made  to  readers  for  the  return  of  overdue  books, 
but  in  not  a  single  instance  was  it  found  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  the 
guarantor  to  obtain  restitution.  The  July  stocktaking  revealed  the 
loss  of  15  volumes,  the  value  of  which  was  estimated  at  30s. 

Tickets  entitling  the  holders  to  the  free  use  of  the  Students'  Room 
have  been  accorded  to  22  applicants,  and  this  convenience  for  the  further- 
ance of  quiet  study  has  been  duly  appreciated  by  those  concerned.  The 
total  number  of  permits  in  active  force  was  91.

and  St.  Winef ride's,  910 — Total,  24,109.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing 
returns,  18,504  issues  were  registered  at  the  Library  between  deliveries. 
Enquiries  as  to  the  methods  employed  have  been  received  from  several 
educational  authorities,  and  full  particulars  concerning  the  system  were 
duly  forwarded. 


As  only  a  slight  improvement  has  manifested  itself  in  the  yield  of  the 
Library  Rate,  it  was  again  deemed  expedient  to  defer  the  printing  of 
sundry  desirable  class-lists  until  a  more  opportune  occasion.  Meanwhile, 
however,  the  needs  of  readers  have  been  fairly  well  met  by  the  manuscript 
•card  catalogues,  and  by  the  circulation  of  printed  lists  of  additions  under 
the  title  of  Mainly  about  Books. 

Books  on  specific  topics  have  been  freely  requisitioned  by  the  Second- 
ary School  for  Girls,  the  School  of  Art,  the  Technical  School,  and  the  three 
Evening  Continuation  Schools.  These  loans,  it  may  be  observed,  serve 
an  eminently  useful  object,  inasmuch  as  they  familiarize  students  with  the 
contents  of  the  library,  and  conduce  to  a  steady  individual  demand  for 
books  of  permanent  interest  and  value. 

The  weekly  Book  Delivery  associated  with  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Johnson  Brothers,  Limited,  Dyers,  has  been  systematically  maintained, 
4,640  issues  having  been  made  to  the  employees  of  that  extensive  local 
industry. 

On  Friday  evening,  9th  October,  the  Library  was  visited  by  upwards 
of  60  members  of  the  Liverpool  and  District  Association  of  Assistant 
Librarians,  when  the  Borough  Librarian,  in  his  capacity  as  President,  gave 
an  illustrated  lecture  on  "  The  Fine  Arts,  with  special  reference  to  the 
rise  of  Modern  Painting."  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  the  lecture  the  delegates 
inspected  the  various  departments,  and  appeared  favourably  impressed 
with  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  institution's  undertakings. 

For  the  ninth  successive  year  an  exhibition  of  Holiday  Literature  was 
arranged  for  public  inspection  in  the  entrance  hall  of  the  Library.  Of  the 
545  publications  openly  displayed,  497  related  to  places  of  interest  in  the 
British  Isles,  whilst  the  remaining  48  treated  of  prominent  Continental 
resorts.  It  was  generally  admitted  that  this  display  was  easily  the  most 
attractive  of  the  series.  At  the  close  of  the  summer  months  the  publi- 
cations were  transferred,  by  request,  to  certain  local  elementary  schools  for 
teaching  purposes. 

The  Bootle  Photographic  Society  has  consummated  another  session 
of  useful  work  in  a  basement  room  of  the  building,  where  an  attractive 
programme  of  lantern  lectures  and  demonstrations  was  submitted  for  the 
edification  of  members  and  visitors. 


The  Central  Reading  Rooms. — These  rooms  have  been  well 
patronised,  113,551  visits  having  been  noted.  Every  facility  was  afforded 
for  the  effective  display  of  recruiting  posters. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Branch  Library. — The  statistical  table  on  page  14 
gives  particulars  of  the  stock,  and  of  the  use  made  thereof.  14,652  issues 
were  registered,  which  showed  an  average  daily  output  of  48.  Readers' 
tickets  in  regular  use  numbered  426.  114  volumes  have  been  acquired, 
41  books  were  bound,  whilst  70  well-worn  items  were  replaced  by  fresh 
copies.  Circulars  were  addressed  to  130  borrowers  for  the  return  of 
outstanding  books,  and  in  two  instances  the  Guarantors  were  called 
upon  to  intervene. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Reading  Rooms. — Notwithstanding  enlistment, 
and  the  plenitude  of  employment  locally,  the  attendance  at  these  rooms 
has  proved  very  satisfactory,  100,497  visits  having  been  recorded. 

The  Museum. — 32,393  attendances  have  been  registered  in  this 
department.  Much  useful  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  shape  of 
cleaning,  rearrangement,  and  preservation  of  specimens,  whilst  sundry 
donations  of  a  minor  character  have  been  suitably  set  up  and  described. 

Thanks  to  the  courteous  helpfulness  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Cutmore,  of  the 
Liverpool  Museum  staff,  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
elimination  of  duplicates  from  the  extensive  collection  of  British  and 
Foreign  Ornithology.  In  conformity  with  a  previous  minute,  55  of  the 
more  common  birds  have  been  handed  over  for  the  use  of  certain  local 
schools,  whilst  the  remainder  will  be  utilised  for  purposes  of  exchange. 
The  thanks  of  your  Committee  have  been  extended  to  the  gentleman 
above-named  for  his  valuable  assistance,  as  well  as  for  the  gift  from  his 
private  collection  of  18  of  the  38  specimens  required  to  complete  the 
British  section. 

The  work  of  cleaning  and  remodelling  the  ornithological  and  other 
specimens  comprised  in  the  Kennedy  Collection  has  been  completed,  and 
the  appearance  of  the  exhibits  has  been  appreciably  enhanced  thereby. 
The  labour  of  identifying  and  labelling  the  specimens  will  be  undertaken 
at  an  early  date. 

The  utility  of  the  Museum  as  a  teaching  auxiliary  has  again  been 
exemplified,   specimens  having   been   lent  'to  the  following  educational 


establishments,  namely  : — Secondary  School  for  Boys,  Secondary  School 
for  Girls,  School  of  Art,  Junior  Technical  School,  Balliol  Road  School, 
Gray  Street  School,  Hawthorne  Road  School,  Linacre  School,  Orrell 
School,  Salisbury  Road  School,  Christ  Church  School,  St.  Mary's  School, 
and  St.  Winefride's  School.  These  loans  have,  admittedly,  proved  of 
much  assistance  to  teachers  in  the  illustration  of  their  lessons. 

Groups  of  scholars  from  Balliol  Road  School,  St.  Mary's  School,  St. 
John's  School,  and  St.  James's  School  have  visited  the  Museum  in  the 
company  of  their  teachers,  when  attention  was  especially  directed  to 
exhibits  bearing  upon  topics  then  under  consideration. 

The  Art  Room.- — A  number  of  interesting  exhibits  has  rendered  this 
apartment  unusually  inviting.  Your  Committee  have  duly  acknowledged 
their  indebtedness  to  the  Trustees  of  the  National  Gallery  of  British  Art 
for  the  loan,  as  from  July,  of  Number  6  Circulating  Collection  of  Turner 
Drawings  and  Sketches,  which  was  comprised  in  53  frames  ;  to  Messrs. 
Kodak,  Limited,  for  the  loan,  in  October,  of  18  framed  enlargements  from 
Kodak  negatives  taken  by  Queen  Alexandra  ;  and  to  the  Pencil  Society 
for  the  loan,  throughout  September,  of  70  framed  Drawings  executed  by 
members  of  that  Society.  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  the  foregoing 
concessions  were  valued  for  purposes  of  insurance  at  £2,550. 

In  February,  before  a  fair  onlooking,  the  Mayor  (Councillor  George 
Cassady)  formally  opened  the  21st  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Bootle 
Photographic  Society.  The  catalogued  exhibits,  which  numbered  112, 
were  arranged  by  members  of  the  Society  with  the  help  of  the  staff.  In 
addition  to  the  framed  prints  above-mentioned,  there  was  also  shown  a 
number  of  choice  Lantern  Slides,  many  in  natural  colours.  The  work 
displayed  disclosed  a  marked  advance  in  technical  efficiency,  and  elicited 
the  warm  commendation  of  the  judge,  Mr.  T.  Lee  Syms,  F.R.P.S.  Con- 
siderable public  interest  was  taken  in  the  exhibition  during  the  three 
weeks  that  it  remained  open. 

The  succeeding  month  witnessed  the  opening  of  the  8th  Annual  Exhi- 
bition of  works  executed  by  students  of  the  School  of  Art,  and  by  classes 
in  affiliation  therewith.  Of  the  studies  selected,  the  School  proper 
contributed  31  framed  and  10  unframed  examples,  together  with  4  modelled 
casts.     One  case  of  Miniatures,  and  two  cases  of  Craft  Work  were  also 


shown,  the  latter  embracing  examples  of  Embossed  Leather  Work,  and  of 
Ivory  Carving.  25  drawings  were  sent  by  the  Junior  Technical  School, 
whilst  the  Secondary  School  for  Boys  submitted  178  sketches  and  the 
Secondary  School  for  Girls  149.  The  exhibition  again  proved  deservedly 
popular,  no  less  than  2,348  visitors  having  entered  the  room  during  the  17 
days  that  the  exhibits  were  on  view.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the 
artistic  finish  of  the  various  studies  called  forth  not  a  little  public  com- 
mendation, and  the  impression  thus  created  has  since  been  of  direct 
advantage  to  the  School.  A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  display  was  the 
range  of  neatly  executed  drawings  of  specimens  loaned  from  the  Museum 
collections. 

Attention  was  drawn  to  the  foregoing  attractions  by  means  of  para- 
graphs in  the  local  press,  and  by  the  publication  and  circulation  of  cata- 
logues and  handbills.

Each  subject  was  illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  and  by  exhibits  in  the 
permanent  and  loan  collections.  At  the  close  the  visitors  were  personally 
conducted  through  the  Museum  rooms,  where  a  further  half-hour  or  so 
was  profitably  expended  in  enlarging  upon  certain  of  the  more  striking 
exhibits.     The  attendance  was  slightly  below  that  of  last  year.

Compared  with  the  past  season  the  attendance  returns  showed  a  de- 
crease of  706,  which  was  apportioned  as  follows  : — Town  Hall,  180  ; 
Assembly  Hall,  410  ;  Orrell  Council  School,  116.  It  should,  however,  be 
stated  that  wet  and  stormy  weather  militated  at  times  against  a  large 
gathering.  On  the  occasions  marked  thus  (t)  collections  were  taken  on 
behalf  of  the  Local  and  Belgian  War  Relief  Funds,  when  the  sum  of 
£12  10s.  was  realised.  Thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  and  to  the  Education  Committee,  for  their  considerateness  in 
having  again  voted  the  free  use  of  the  respective  halls. 

Lantern  Entertainments. — On  the  28th  and  29th  of  December, 
Lantern  Entertainments  were  given  at  the  Town  Hall  and  Assembly  Hall 
to  the  poorer  children  in  attendance  at  the  Elementary  Schools.  Nearly 
2,200  little  folk  were  present  at  the  three  functions,  and  they  entered 
thoroughly  into  the  spirit  of  the  proceedings.  Refreshments  were  dispensed 
at  the  close  of  each  exhibition,  the  cost  of  which  was  generously  met  by 
public  subscriptions.  The  contributions — plus  the  balance  of  £2  16s.  9d. 
carried  forward  from  1913 — amounted  to  £18  17s.  3c?.,  and  the  expendi- 
ture to  £15  5&.  3d,.     The  surplus  has  been  retained  for  a  like  object. 
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The  Staff. — Cecil  Meakin,  3rd  Senior  Assistant,  having  enlisted,  the 
position  temporarily  vacated  by  him  in  October  was  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  Miss  Muriel  Hunt.  Laurence  Joyce,  School  Delivery  Attendant, 
left  in  March  to  take  up  a  trade  apprenticeship,  and  his  place  was  filled  by 
the  transfer  of  Sidney  Barnes,  whilst  that  of  the  latter  was  supplied  by  the 
appointment  of  Albert  Higgins.  It  now  only  remains  to  be  affirmed  that 
painstaking  and  efficient  service  has  been  cheerfully  rendered  by  each 
member  of  the  staff.

TWENTY-NINTH     GENERAL     REPORT 

OF    THE 

FREE    LIBRARY    AND    MUSEUM    COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  Libraries,  and  of 
the  Museum,  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1916,  as  follows  : — 

The  Combined  Libraries. — during  the  period  under  notice  123,289 
book  issues  resulted  from  the  public  demands  made  upon  the  resources  of 
the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries.  Compared  with  the  transactions  of  the 
previous  year  the  returns  showed  a  decrease  of  2,739  issues,  which  repres- 
ented a  decline  in  output  of  15  volumes  per  working  day. 

The  Central  Library. — Statistical  details  as  to  the  stock,  and  the 
use  made  thereof,  are  given  in  tabular  form  on  page  8.  112,402  issues 
were  recorded  (1,026  more  than  last  year),  which  gave  an  average  daily 
output  in  all  classes  of  366.  442  books,  representative  of  the  best  of  the 
season's  publications,  have  been  acquired,  whilst  759  worn-out  books, 
which  included  several  obsolete  editions  of  technical  works,  were  replaced 
by  new  and  current  copies.  1,395  volumes  were  bound,  99  resewn  or 
covered  afresh,  whilst  minor  repairs  to  numerous  books  were  executed 
by  the  staff.  The  borrowers  enrolled,  inclusive  of  131  holders  of  Teachers 
Tickets,  numbered  4,830  ;  of  these,  922  applied  for  and  received  the 
second  ticket  allocated  for  non-fictional  reading,  whereby  the  total  of 
tickets  in  active  use  was  raised  to  5752.  3,119  applications  were  made  to 
readers  for  the  return  of  overdue  books,  but  in  not  a  single  case  was  it 
found  necessary  to  approach  the  guarantor  in  order  to  obtain  restitution. 
Owing  to  the  shortage  of  trained  assistants  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
suspend  the  July  stocktaking,  but  an  interim  report  on  the  state  of  the 
stock  was  subsequently  presented.  The  provision  of  some  additional 
shelving  in  the  Reference  Library  has  contributed  to  the  smoother 
working  of  that  department. 


Tickets  entitling  the  holders  to  the  free  use  of  the  Students'  Room 
have  been  extended  to  13  applicants,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
prevailing  public  tension  is  inimical  to  the  prosecution  of  sustained  study. 
The  total  number  of  permits  in  force  was  35. 

The  following  issues  were  recorded  in  connection  with  the  book  delivery 
system  operative  at  the  Elementary  Schools  : — Bedford  Road,  6,741  ; 
Gray  Street,  1,844  ;  Hawthorne  Road,  2,577  ;  Linacre,  1,329  ;  Salisbury 
Road,  916  ;  Orrell,  2,270  ;  Christ  Church,  2,053  ;  St.  Mary's,  1,851  ; 
St.  John's,  259  ;  St.  James's,  2,191  ;  St.  James's  Select,  1,263  ;  and  St. 
Winefride's,  1,056, — Total,  24,350.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing  returns, 
21,058  issues  were  registered  at  the  Library  between  deliveries.  Enquiries 
as  to  the  methods  employed  have  been  received  from  various  sources, 
and  printed  information  thereupon  has  been  forwarded  to  each  applicant. 

Seeing  that  only  a  slight  improvement  has  manifested  itself  in  the 
yield  ot  the  rate  levied  for  Library  purposes,  it  was  again  deemed  expedient 
to  defer  the  publication  of  certain  class-lists  until  a  more  opportune  time. 
Meanwhile,  however,  the  needs  of  readers  have  been  fairly  well  met  by  the 
manuscript  card  catalogues,  b\  the  circulation  of  printed  lists  of  additions 
to  stock,  and  by  the  systematic  display  of  books  on  the  service  counter. 

Books  on  specific  topics  have  again  been  freely  requisitioned  by  the 
Secondary  School  for  Girls,  the  School  of  Art,  the  Technical  School,  and  the 
Evening  Continuation  School.  These  loans,  it  may  be  reiterated,  serve  a 
distinctly  useful  object,  inasmuch  as  they  familiarize  students  with  the 
contents  of  the  Library,  and  conduce  to  a  steady  individual  demand  for 
books  of  permanent  interest  and  value. 

The  Book  Delivery  associated  with  the  works  of  Messrs.  Johnson 
Brothers,  Limited,  Dyers,  has  been  regularly  maintained,  4,239  issues 
having  been  made  to  the  employees  of  that  well-organised  local  industry. 

On  Friday  evening,  8th  October,  the  Library  was  visited  by  upwards 
of  50  members  of  the  Liverpool  and  District  Association  of  Assistant 
Librarians,  when  the  Borough  Librarian,  in  his  capacitj^  as  President, 
gave  an  illustrated  lecture  entitled  From  Books  to  Pictures  by  Way  of  a 
Change.  Prior  to  its  delivery  the  delegates  inspected  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  noted  with  interest  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  institution's 
undertakings. 


Owing  to  the  withdrawal  of  cheap  travelling  facilities,  consequent 
upon  the  exceptional  requirements  of  the  military  authorities,  the  custom- 
ary Annual  Exhibition  of  Holiday  Literature  had  to  be  abandoned.  It  is 
hoped,  however,  to  resuscitate  it  when  national  conditions  are  easier. 

The  Bootle  Photographic  Society  has  successfully  carried  through 
another  session  of  useful  work  in  a  basement  room  of  the  building,  where 
an  attractive  syllabus  of  lantern  lectures  and  demonstrations  was  sub- 
mitted for  the  delectation  of  members  and  visitors. 

The  Central  Reading  Rooms. — Despite  lighting  restrictions  and 
other  abnormalities  which  have  originated  through  the  war,  84,278 
visits  were  paid  by  readers  to  these  rooms. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Branch  Library. — Detailed  particulars  of  the 
stock,  and  of  the  use  made  thereof,  are  afforded  in  the  table  given  on  page 
9.  10,887  issues  were  registered  (3,765  less  than  last  year),  which  showed 
an  average  daily  output  of  36.  Readers'  tickets  in  regular  use  numbered 
340.  19  volumes  have  been  added,  whilst  161  books  were  bound,  and 
132  well-worn  items  replaced  by  fresh  copies.  Circulars  were  addressed 
to  127  borrowers  for  the  return  of  outstanding  books,  but  in  only  one 
instance  was  the  guarantor  requested  to  intervene. 

The  Marsh  Lane  Reading  Rooms. — Notwithstanding  the  Borough's 
excellent  recruiting  record,  and  the  plenitude  of  employment  locally,  the 
visits  paid  to  the  Branch  Reading  Rooms  attained  to  the  total  of  67,948. 
The  installation  of  a  new  and  improved  Electric  Fan  has  conduced  to 
better  atmospheric  conditions. 

The  Museum. — 41,291  attendances  have  been  registered  in  this 
department,  whereby  its  popularity  has  been  effectively  demonstrated. 
Much  useful  work  has  been  accomplished  in  the  shape  of  cleaning,  re- 
arrangement, and  preservation  of  specimens,  whilst  sundry  donations  of  a 
minor  character  have  been  suitably  set  up  and  described.  Dr.  J.  A. 
Clubb,  Curator  of  the  Liverpool  Museums,  has  taken  over  a  number  of  the 
duplicate  specimens  of  Foreign  Birds,  and  has  forwarded  in  exchange 
therefor  24  nicely  mounted  specimens  of  British  Birds.  Your  Committee 
view  with  much  appreciation  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  evinced  by  the  authori- 
ties of  the  City  Museums.     In  conformity  with  a  previous  minute,  75 
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duplicate  specimens  of  the  more  common  birds  have  been  handed  over  to» 
certain  local  schools  for  teaching  purposes,  whilst  a  few  other  examples 
have  been  utilised  for  exchange  with  a  kindred  institution. 

The  utility  of  the  Museum  as  a  teaching  auxiliary  has  again  been 
abundantly  confirmed,  specimens  having  been  lent  to  the  following 
educational  establishments,  namely  :  Secondary  School  for  Boys, 
Secondary  School  for  Girls,  School  of  Art,  Junior  Technical  School, 
Balliol  Road  School,  Bedford  Road  School,  Gray  Street  School,  Hawthorne 
Road  School,  Orrell  School,  Salisbury  Road  School,  and  Christ  Church 
School.  These  loans  have,  admittedly,  proved  of  much  assistance  to 
teachers  in  the  elucidation  of  object  lessons. 

In  July  some  50  children  from  Orrell  Council  School,  accompanied 
by  their  teacher,  inspected  the  collections,  when  attention  was  especially 
directed  to  exhibits  illustrative  of  nature  study. 

The  Art  Room. — The  loans  to  this  apartment  have  been  fewer  than 
usual  owing  to  the  greatly  depleted  staffs  in  the  National  Museums,  and 
to  the  restricted  facilities  for  transit.  A  new  and  striking  loan  of  art 
objects,  from  the  Circulation  Collections  department  of  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum,  was,  however,  deposited  in  the  local  institution  towards 
the  close  of  April.  The  collection — appraised  for  insurance  at  £1,050 — 
was  arranged  by  Mr.  A.  E.  J.  Torrens,  and  comprised  the  following  exhibits, 
namely  : — English  and  other  Porcelain  (31  pieces),  English  Earthenware 
(39  pieces),  Ecclesiastical  Vestments,  etc.  (5  examples),  Italian  Bronzes 
and  Reproductions  of  the  same  (30  objects),  and  Oil  Paintings  (8  frames). 
Your  Committee  hereby  record  their  warm  appreciation  of  the  helpfulness 
extended  to  the  Museum  from  time  to  time  by  the  responsible  officials  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

The  Second  Circulating  Collection  of  Drawings  and  Sketches  executed 
by  J.  M.  W.  Turner,  R.A.,  kindly  lent  by  the  Trustees  of  the  National 
Gallery  of  British  Art,  came  to  hand  on  the  last  day  of  June,  and  has 
since  attracted  considerable  attention.  The  framed  exhibits,  which  num- 
bered 53,  were  valued  for  insurance  at  £2,300. 

In  February,  before  a  fair  onlooking,  the  Mayor  (Councillor  James 
Pearson,  J. P.)  formally  opened  the  22nd  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  Bootle 
Photographic  Society.     The  exhibits,  which  numbered  124,  were  arranged 


by  members  of  the  Society  with  the  help  of  the  staff.  The  work  displayed 
showed  a  marked  advance  in  artistic  treatment,  and  was  warmly  appraised 
by  the  judge,  Mr.  S.  J.  M.  Brown.  Considerable  interest  was  evinced  in_ 
the  exhibition  during  the  ten  weeks  that  it  remained  open. 

The  attention  of  the  public  was  drawn  to  the  foregoing  attractions  by 
means  of  paragraphs  in  the  local  press,  and  by  the  circulation  of  printed 
notices. 

Museum  Addresses. — In  consequence  of  staff  shortage  and  other 
disadvantages,  it  was  decided  to  suspend  the  Curator's  addresses  until  the 
advent  of  less  irksome  conditions. 

Lectures  and  Entertainments. — Owing  to  the  inability  of  your 
Committee  to  secure  the  free  use,  as  heretofore,  of  the  requisite  rooms,  the 
customary  Popular  Lectures  and  Lantern  Entertainments  had  to  be  sus- 
pended. It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however,  that  permission  will  be  given 
for  their  revival  after  the  cessation  of  the  war. 

Staff. — William  Williams,  Senior  Assistant,  has  passed  the  examina- 
tion of  the  Library  Association  in  Library  Routine,  and  is  now  the  holder 
of  two  certificates  for  proficiency  in  his  work. 

Thomas  Woods,  Janitor,  and  Ben  Robinson,  Second  Senior  Assistant, 
were  called  up  in  June  and  February  respectively  for  military  service. 
It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  three  members  of  the  staff  are  now  serving 
King  and  Country. 

Owing  to  the  more  favourable  pay  and  hours  obtaining  in  other 
forms  of  employment,  considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  through- 
out the  year  in  retaining  the  services  of  junior  assistants,  no  less  than 
12  having  been  appointed,  of  whom  8  left  after  very  brief  service.  Not- 
withstanding the  strain  induced  by  the  foregoing  drawbacks,  painstaking 
and  efficient  service  has  been  rendered  by  the  remaining  members  of  the 
permanent  staff.
